I have 
eight or ten men in the body shop now out 
of employment and will be until I can get 
some dry lumber elsewhere.

CORESPONDENGE. 

Prof. T. W. Hannum, of the Bisnes 
Colege, Hartford, Conn., rites: 

Ihavuzedthe Key as you indicated in 
your note. A few hav had it ar.d others not: 
but those who hav no Key hav to read 
the words they rite from the shorthand 
forms and in doing so they see the form 
givA in the book and copy it insted of ex- 
ercising their ingenuity to make a 
corect form of their own. I think the riht 
way is to read ovr the printed forms care- 
fnly and get familiar with them, then dte 
the words from the Key and compare their 
forms with those that ar in the book to see 
if they ar corect. I find that mypupils read 
quite redily from the Amanuensis, but 
when they try to construct words for them- 
selves they do not do as wel. 

Exercises conducted in a variety of ways 
wil be found useful. Experience in teach- 
ing from the rules showd the riter that 
lerners cud not, as a general thing, rite 
corectly from them. Either they did not 
study them with suficient care to under- 
stand them thoroly, or they wer unmind- 



ful of the modification of one rule by an- 
othr — ^the result ofh being that the same 
word wnd be ritn in two or three ways in 
the same exercise. This leavs the pupil 
with no permanently fixt forms for words. 
Those that ar lame need cmches and most 
uze them til strong unuf to go painlesly 
and self rellantly without. One strong 
point in favor of the Amanuensis is that it 
fiumishes oorect forms for words always 
and everywhere tiie same, groupt under 
certain combinations of sounds so that 
their repetition shal fix the principle of 
riting in the student's mind, at the same 
time that he is fixing the forms on bis fin- 
gers. We require pupils to hav open be- 
fore them the lesons, and folo the forms as 
they ar dictated, as long as may be neces- 
ary to get them corectly fixt in the mind, 
the dril must, howevr, be done with energy 
and a determination to asimilate the corect 
forms. The lazy, listles, "prety poly" 
repetition of some kind of marks as the 
words ar dictated, with the thots away on 
some other scene, not a glimer of inteli- 
gent shorthand study going thru tbeir 
minds, is of no value to pupils. The more 
careful, thoro and concentrated the stndy, 
the more completely the student is ab- 
sorbd in the study and kenly alive to 
evry detail — oblivius to all els around, 
the quicker he wil becum master of both 
principles and word forms, and be able to 
discard the book as the convalescent does 
his cruch. The Amanuensis does not ren- 
der study and practice unnecesary, but it 
simplifies the one and directs the othr 
in a time and labor saving way. To help 
pupils to rely upon themselvs, exercises 
shud be dictated as explaind in paragraf 
5, page 11 of Key, and paragrafs 45 and 47 
pages 17 and 18 of the AmanuensLs. To 
get the best results the teacher must hav 
the inteligent, hearty, wholesould efort 
and cooperation of the pupil.

ination and comparison, which we beHcT 
to be truthtul and fair to both systems. 
We leav our readers to form their own oon- 
clnsiona as to which system wil best anser 
their needs. 

All so-calld ' 'systems" of Fonografy ar 
baset upon the parent system inyented by 
Isaac Pitman, of fingHand, and varying 
from it only in some few minor details, 
chiefly in the reporting styles, and as this 
system has been preserved in its original 
form more nearly by the brother of the 
inventor, Mr. B^n Pitman^ than by any 
othr author, and his works hav reacht a 
larger circulation in this cuntry than any 
othr, we sbal nze his exposition of Fonog- 
rafy as our text in this articl. It shud, 
howevr, be borne in mind that all o&hoots 
from the Pitmanic stem hav the same in- 
herent defects, which greatly mar titieir 
Qsefulnes as reporting systems, and efect- 
ualy bar them out firom the field of educa- 
tional usefulnes, in that they ar thereby 
renderd wholy mkflt for the ordinary pur- 
poses of riting.

NATURAL DIBBCTION OF THK HAND. 

In riting, the hand must move from left 
to riht acres the pajgit. One need do but 
litl practice upon lines in diferent airec- 
tions to show blm that those made hori- 
zontaly or inclined in a forward directian, 
so as to oome easily within this forward 
movement, ar the most easily made, and 
that those made acres that direction (per- 
pendicular) ar the most dificult, and if re- 
peated in the svne word, as is ofh the 
case, wud result in outlines for words that 
ar impracticable becaus of their runniiig 
down thru sevral lines. It needs no argu- 
ment to show anyone that the best results 
in both riting and reading, as wel as in 
economy of space ar secured when the rit- 
ing folos its apropriate line doeely. This 
simple and self-evident proposition, fur- 
nishes the key to the proper selection of the 
simpl lines to represent the sounds: The moft 
frequently ocuring sounds shud he represented 
by those oaraeters which armost ea£ly made, 
and which wUl keep the riting on or close to the 
line. 

It is hardly probable t^at the inventor 
of Fonografy understood this; for if he had 
wegivMm the credit to believ he wud 
not hav noingly violated so important a 
principle and endangerd the whole fabric 
he was endevoring to create.

While the Fonograflc consonants violate 
the fonetic theory *in having more than one 
letr lor a sonnd, the Fonograflc vowels vio- 
late the same theory on both sides, that of 
representing three sounds with one letr, 
while the long sonnd of at in air is represent- 
ed by the same letr as a in age, as shown 
in the cut. The liht and hevy dots and 
dashes each represent three separate 
sounds, depending upon whether the dot 
or dash is ritn at the begining, midlor 
end of the consonant letr with which it is 
alied. A more complicated, bewildering, 
awkward, cumbrus, unsientific and unnat- 
ural method of representing so frequent 
and important elements of the language 
cud scarcely be devised. It is the Pan- 
dora's box from which isue many evils, 
discuragementfly trubls and failures among 
those who ar so unfortunate as to be 
drawn into this maelstrom— Some of these 
dificultis we wil now considen 

AT.T. VOWBLS DISJOIND IN FONOaSAFY. 

In Fonografy all the vowels ar of ne- 
cesity ritn separately from the consonants; 
t. e., must be ritn beside the consonant so 
as to show what sound the^ represent by 
the position they ar in. It is so dificult to 
put them in their exact jKwition in riting 
evn beside tal length consonants, where 
the riter must bring his pen down within 
one twefth of an inch and be sure a dot 
does not lengthen into a dash, that wer 
this the only diflculty it wud be a most 
efectual bar to rapid riting. But conson- 
ants ar made half length — about one- 
twelfth of an inch long, cSbch of which has 
also its three positions. We venture the 
asertion that the person nevr livd who had 
that acurate comand of his hand that wud 
enable him to rite vocalized fonografy 
fifty words a minute and get his dots and 



dashes the right shape and just where they 
belong beside the ftil and haf length con- 
sonants. This is never atemted in practical 
work ;but it is a necesary part of the theory, 
a hidous nihtmare to the lemer and uzer.

The diflculty in riting suflciently exact 
to be legibl mentiond abov, is a minor one 
compared with that of the dnbl analysis 
which the riter of fonografy is conapeld to 
m thru with each word when fuly exprest. 
He is obliged first to go thru each word men- 
taly, analyase it, pick out the consonants 
and rite them; then begining the word 
again, re-analyze it, pick out the vowels 
and dot or dash them in beside the fol or 
haf length consonant, being sure he* re- 
members their positions and lands them 
exactly where they belong or he wil me it 
when he cums to read.

The careftil observer wil see that the 
word indiecre^on is ritn, in four separate 
and disjoind pieces, requiring four liftings 
of the pen, halts and waste movements;
